The Fulure of Airships. 


The result of, the exhaustive in- 
quiry into the losa of the R.10t 
leaves the question of airship de- 
velopment in the future as open as 
it was before. The findings, brief- 
ly, are that the airship was not 
subjected to proper trials after a 
new section was built into her, that 
the stormy conditions prevailing 
would nat normally have been severe 
enough to enuse disaster, and ‘that 
the downward plunge to destruc- 
tion was caused by a entastrophit 
tear in the envelope and sudden logs 
of gas, The suyyestion that. the 
R.101 was in difficulties from the 
start of her last fatal cruise is not 
borne out by the evidence. or by the 
Report of the Court presided over 
by Sir John Simon, although it is 
clear that the vessel wag fiving: at 
a low altitude. The main criticism 
of her structure concerns the pre- 
kence of protruding points within 
the framework likely to chafe the 
gas-bags and cause leakages. These 
facts stated and admitted, there 
appears very little in condemnation 
of the airship, or rather, of fur- 
ther nirship experiment. Experi- 
ence Will certainly remedy the de- 
fects in the structure of the R.101; 
one assumes also that the greatest 
care will be taken to ensure ade- 
quate trials of future lighter-than- 
air vessela; While the American 
Government, has already indicated 
willingness to provide — non-in- 
flammnable gas, The result of the 
enquiry, therefore,, will not end the 
controveray.

TRIUMPH. 


BRILLIANT PLAYING AT 
. YESTERDAY'S RECITAL. 


Little did the audience realise 
when Youra Guller started her 
piany recital yesterday that there 
was In store for them such 
miusical revelation, - such tl 
marvellous performance “by 0. 
pianist of the first rank. In’ the 
first two numbers — (eighteenth- 
century Sonatan by Antonio Soler 
and Albeniz), the pianist gav 
little Inkling of the tone-power 
und virtuosity at her command. 
Delicney was the dominating note 
—she rarely. rose ubove u mezzo- 
forte—and ‘the easy manner of 
playing the pleces disguised their 
difficulties. 


In the Largo of Leonardo Vinci, 
and Ph. Emm. Bach's Andonte, we 
were still kept rather in the dark 
na to Mile. Galler’s fall capabili- 
ties; all that was best in her 
playing, the well-defined phrasing.

moment that passed, and it awas 
a rapt and respectful audience

Chopin's Ballade in F minor. sone 
of his blygest and) most poctie 
works—-makes great demands upon 
the imagination, no less than 
the technique, of the performer, 
and it da not very often included in 
programmes. Mee. Guiler proved at 
once that she possessed those very 
qualities of poetic feeling and ro- 
mantricism which are essential to 
an ogebod Chopin player, and an 
amazing technique equal to all the 
difficulties of y the Ballade. The 
last three pages; however, would 
have been more satisfaetory if they 
had been taken at a stightly less 
hurried pace, which would have 
obviated a certain amount of blur- 
ring and made their musical con- 
tent clearer. The Prelude in’ F 
was a little gem. 
trast to. this and the Study ti F 
minor, Youra Guller ended — this 
group with a brilliant rendering of 
the Valse in A Flat (Op: 34, No, 1), 
in which. her range of ftone-power 
was disclosed to the full: such 
virility from a woman pianist of 
not very robust physique was sim- 
ply amazing. | 


Yourn Guller confined herself to 
modérn Spanish works in her third 
group and here again proved the 
adaptubility of her interpretative 
faculties. It wag evident that she 
had immersed herself in this type 
of music and thoroughly’ enjoyed 
every bar of it. Whether in -the 
gracefulnes of the Danee of Grana- 
dos, the langorous lilt of Albeniz’s 
Tango, or the brilliance of the same 
composer's Triana, she caught In- 
stantly the mood of the music and 
malntained a satisfying rhythm 
amidst all the delightful rubatoa sin 
which it abounded. . Perhaps the 
climax of her powers as a virtuoso 
was reached in the Dance of the 
Fire Worshippers by Da Falla, in 
which plece it seemed sometimes as 
though two pianos were playing, at 
once; yet all the while her excen- 
tion was as clean and facil i 
was—-from the point of view of 
outward brilliance-—thrilling and 
hoir-raising. 


+ At the conclusion of the recital, 
Mile. Guller received an enthusins- 
tic reception from the audience who 
remained in their seats, determined 
to hear at any rate one encore be-

CUSTOMS CUTTER SEAMAN 
i MISSING. - 


TWO BROTHERS HELD. 


The disappearance of a seaman 
belonging ‘to 1 Chinese Customs 
cutter while left in charge of a 
suspected junk In Chinese waters 
off Pingchau on December 31 Inst 
hag exelted sttspicions ef foul play. 
The matter has engaged the atten- 
thon of the Hongkong Police au- 
thorities by the arrest in the Colony’ 
of two members of the junk’s crew, 
they being Chan Ching and Chan 
Po, brothers. . 

The facta, ax reported previous- 
ly, are that‘on December 31 last, 
a junk was intercepted off Pingchau 
by the Chinese Customs cutter 
Pak Tou. On the alleged discovery 
of n quantity of suspected salt, 
one of the crew waa taken . into 
custody and transferred on board 
the cutter. At the same time, a 
xcaman from the cutter, named Li 
Lo, wis transferred over to the 
Junk to act as on guard, while the 
junk was released temporarily with 
instructions to call at Shamun for’ 
the process of interragation, ; 

The junk did not turn up at 
Shamun, and the Customs — cutter 
searching for it the following day 
found [t at Pingehau, deserted by 
the crew. Thore was no sign of 
the guard and the suspicion was en- 
gendered thht he was overpowered 
by the two members qf the crew 
left beliind. dispossessed of his 
rifle, murdered and his body thrown, 
overbonrd or otherwite disposed of. 

There has vo far heen no trace 
of the body of the missing seaman, 
and in the ease in which they are 
chaning Chan Ching and © Chan 
Po, on the capital charge, — the 
police authorities here are proceed: 
ing without the production of the 
body. 

Chief Detective Inspector Rey- 
nolds to-day applied for a further 
week’s remand for futher investiga 
tions, and the case was adjourned 
until next. Wednesday. 


EXTRADITION 
PROBLEM.

CHINESE WANTED IN 
RANGOON. 


A Chinese who is wanted at 
Rangoon for tthe alleged — dis- 
appenrance of Rupees 76,000 from 
a foreign firm there, appeared 
before Mr. Schofield at the Central 
Police Court this morning, when 
he expressed his readiness to 
return to Rangoon of his own free 
will, thereby waiving all extradi- 
tion formulitics, 

The position erented by this 
choice ‘was defined by Detective 
Sub-Inspector Elston, who said 
that in effect the fugitive was a 
free man until the arrival of the 
requisition. He wanted to know 
whether the fugitive ;was willing 
to go back voluntarily now, or 
wait until the arrival of the docu- 
ments. = 

Appenring for what he dexcrib- 
ed as “the private prosecutor,” Mr. 
H. C. Maenamara said there had 
been considerable trouble ‘in get- 
ting hold of the fugitive, and 
argued that the man should not be 
sent back to Burna without a 
projier escort. He might escape 
nt the first port of call. - 

The Magistate asked if it could 
he arranged for the ftgitive to be 
met oat Singapore by a police 
officer. . 

Inspector Elston replied = that 
little benefit would result from 
that, na oa police escort from 
Burma would have to go through 
the formality of securing; per 
mission from the Singapore police. 

‘Tho fugitive was formally re- 
manded for another week, to 
enable the police to consider the 
position.

Mr. Todd:—-I am not pressing 
the case, Its only a technical 
offence, 1 understand’ from the 
Superintendent that. they have 
been warned several times but 
have not put their house In order. 

Mr. M.K, Lo, for the licensees, 
remarked that in the ordinary 
course of things it waa to he ex- 
rected that such things as were 
necessary for the storage of liquor 
and were moré or less part of {t, 
should accumulate there. He un- 
derstood, however, that the au- 
thoritica required the place to be 
kept in a tidy state, and while ad- 
Vising hia clients to plead guilty, 
he told them to see Mr, Todd after- 
wards to sacertain what waa re- 
quired of them.

History Repeats. 


[To Tho Editor of Hongkong 
Telegraph.) eS 


Sir,—It is a remarkable -coln- 
eldence that at-the: very time 
when there {is some  correapon- 
denco in.the Pross with regard to 
tho Govornment’s decision to scll 
Tai Wan beach and cenac to 
provide public matsheda at Ro- 
pulse Bay and clsewhere, I should, 
in the course of my researches 
come upon n document referring 
to n somewhat similar “situation 
in the ancient Empire * of 
Typania. The existence of this 
civitiantion has only recently 
been brought to light through 
the patient researches of 
‘archacologista and as yet not a 
great deal is known nbout it 
beyond the fact that it existed 
somewhere to the South East of 
the Gobi desert. The document 
referred to wna found . buried 
beneath grent piles of dust in a 
ruined city the name of which 
is still a matter of conjecture.

At length 
when the Council had already 
lasted several days, there appear- 
ed the Emperor's Jester  claim- 
ing his privileve of beinse heard 
before the assembly. ‘O Learned 
Ones’ he said, ‘Your humble fool 
has a suggestion to make; might 
not silver bells be substituted for 
golden on the State pagodas and 
palanquins and thus much moncy 
be saved?’ Hereupon there arose 
an omfnous murmuring and the 
Foster discreetly withdrew. So 
the Council resumed {ts delibera- 
tions but there was no means 
found whereby to replenish the 
empty coffers of State. At Jast 
there nrose an ancient, wisest of 
the Wise men of Typania, and 
sald, ‘Hearken, Q Wise Moen, 
Soothsaycrs, Satraps, Wazira and 
Myrmidons. There is a parcel of 
ground by the sea-shore where 
the children of the meaner sort 
among thy vassals for lack of 
toys ‘are _.wont to disport. them- 
Belves. This parcel of ‘ground 
might be sold for a great sum 
and thus might the coffers of 
State be replenished.’ Then there 
savas a great shout from all the 
Wise Men, Soothsayers, Satraps, 
Wazira and Myrm{dons, ‘Grest is 
the Pundit of Typania. Let us 
indeed ‘sell: this-useloss- piecs of 
land.’ And the Council being 
ended all dispersed to their 
palaces, the splendid palanqulis 
making 1 joyous tinkling in the 
streets and unseen, in a 
corner beneath a palace wall, a 
company of ragged children wept 
bitterly.” :

BROUGHT TO BOOK. 


FINE OPTION GRANTED. 


Before Mr. > Willinma at) the 
Centra! Potlee Court this morn. 
ing, there wha an echo of the 1926 
strike, when a Chinese conatnble 
appeared before his Worship on 
the serious charge of devertion 
from the Hongkong Police Farce 
after lesn than a yenr’s service on 
ne five years’ contract. 

Mr. L. H. V. Booth (Assistant 
Superintendent of Police) npeared 
for the. prosceution, - 

The defendant pleaded suilty ‘to 
the charge. 

‘In reply’ to bis Warship, Mr. 
Booth said the defendimt, who 
joined the Police Farce on August 
13, 1924, deserted on July 3, 1926, 
that was at the beginning of the 
10926 strike. ‘ 

q Worship:—Was he alone in 
deserting? 

Mr, Booth:—i have not got the 
actual figures of those who desert- 
ed during the 1925 strike, but com- 
paratively few, I think 15 al- 
together, deserted, As © percen- 
tage there were very fow deser- 
tions, , 

. Booth, in reply te another 
sald he was asking for 

’ sentence, as a deterrent 

to others. The defendant told. the 
police that he had been in Hongy- 
kong, since his desertion, for the 
past two years, carrying oon on 
grocery bitsiness in Portland 

Yaumati, ‘This business 
Ainge ygone bankrupt. The 
police had not been nble to ascer- 
tain how tong he had been in the 
Colony, but knew be had been here 
for at least. a few months. . 

His Worship imposed sentence of 
two months’ hard labour. 

The defendant applied tor the 
option of a fine and in granting 
the request his Worship remarked 
that it was an extraordinary time 
when he had deserted and there 
might have been some. influence 
brought to bear on him. TH wus 
also such a long time ago. 

The option of a fine of $120 wis 
iallowed.
